Tlie resolution was laid on the table 


by yeas 27, navs 10. 


The repeal bill was then taken up.

RULE. 


Gladstone Delivers His Address ou 


That Subject. 


Enixm-Rcii, September 27.--Gladstone 


delivered his long wtpwted address on 
home rule to an immense audience to- 
day. Home rule for Ireland is not a 
failure he said. The veteran statesman 
traced the course of the house of lords 
in defeating good measures since the 
time of the reform bill and Kiid it is 
grossly unconstitutional and a mon- 
strous innovation to suggest that peers 
could force a dissolution of parliament. 
To allow such a prerogative would be 
high treason to the nation's title to being 
a self governing country. 


In conclusion Gladstone said if the 


house of lorde ever forces a dissolution 
of parliament the Irish question would 
not be the only question considered, but 
that their o>vii independent, irresponsi- 
ble existence would be taken into con- 
sideration.

Most of the men were 
absent at the laud oflice to file on their 
claims, and the women and children 
struggled against the fire alone. . 


Marriage a Failure.

bodies of J. H. Balslev and his wife 
were found in their residence at Poola 
station yesterday. Balsley had been 
dead longer- than his wife by twenty- 
four or forty-eight hours. A note in his 
wife's handwriting was found. It said 
simply: "I can't stand anything more." 
The couple, who were w'ell to do, had 
lived very unhappily together. Pocla 
had been their home for fifteen years. 
The coroner's jury found that .Balsley 
had met his death by the hands of his 
wife, and she afterwards, probably two 
days later, committed suicide.

Fierce Forest Fire. • 


SOXOHA, September 28.—Dense vol- 


umes of smoke were seen to arise in the 
hills near tlie headwaters of Agua Oali- 
ente canyon, about four miles north of 
town, at 4.30 tins afternoon. The wind 
was blowing from the west with great 
velocity, carrying the flames before it 
directly east toward the shores of San 
Pablo bay with the fury of a cyclone. In 
less than half an hour the flames had 
swept over an area of territory ten or 
fifteen miles in length and apparently 
half a mile wide.

HIS PRELIUIKERY EXAMINATION 


YESTERDAY. 


He Is Believed to Be Insane—Held to 


Answer by Justice 


Austin. 


The preliminary examination of Elio 


Ochioncro, the Italian who gave a dem- 
onstration of his skill in carving on 
three fellow countrymen early Wednes- 
day morning, took place yesterday be- 
fore Justice Austin. 


There are three charges of assault 


with intent to commit murder against 
Elio, the names of his victims being 
Pietra Sarano, Vincenzo Panello and 
Antonio Scrima. The testimony elicited 
gives the affair an aspect entirely from 
what it first had, and there is good rea- 
son ti believe that Elio is demented. 
, The circumstances as given at the ex- 
amination are as follows: Elio occupied 
a room in tho cabin on "W. H. Hopkins' 
ranch with Celina Machani, Pietro Sar- 
ano and Antonio Scrinm. Sarano was 
awakened by the pressure of a hand on 
his head during the night, and looking1 
up, saw Elio standing over him in a 
threatening attitude, with a knife in his 
hand. 


The next moment the knife descended 


and tried to find its way to Sarano's 
liver. Elio gave another thrust and 
this time gashed Sarano's neck. The 
third stab penetrated Sarano'a shoulder. 
Sarano "Wisely concluded to rnise his 
voice against vivisection, and he did sty 
in a forcible manner, jumping from hi» 
bed. 


Lorina, who attempted to 'hold Elio, 


was also seriously slashed by the en- 
raged Italian, and ran from the room, 
which Machani had already left. Im^ 
mediately after, Panelle ran in from, an. 
adjoining room and got a dig in the ribs 
from Elio'a knife, and a few more in. the- 
back as he retreated. 


The testimony was taken through an 


interpreter. 
Elio seeiued 
indifferent, 


and stated that they might hang; him or 
do with him what they pleased. The 
knife with which the stabbing was dona 
is a large white handled pocketknife, 
and was covered with blood. 


Elio was held to answer on the three 


charges, his bonds aggregating $4000. 
The statement that Deputy Sheriff Peck 
assisted Sheriff Scott to arrest Elio ia 
incorrect.

Thti Troubln Ittlivrrn Fnuict. and Kiuuu 
The trouble between Franco and Siam 


had bwu browiuy for months, and the 
active hostilities date back to tho early 
part of tho present year. 


They f,rrew out of tho disputes over the 


1«onJer lino between Siam and Aniuo, 
over which latter country Franco has :i 
protectorate. At one of the border towns 
in tho spring a force of Aimuiites and 
Frenchmen was attacked and routctl by 
Siamesci troops. For this France de- 
manded reparation, as well as a settle- 
ment of the boundary difficulties, and 
sent a gunboat to Bangkok. 


The Siamese government immediately 


began to act ou tho defeusivo and sunk 
a number of stows on the Slenam river 
to prevent tlie near Approach of French 
vessels to Bangkok, the capital of Siam. 


Siam has a population of about 7,000,- 


000, which in Jo\ver Siam is clustered 
about thu rivers and canals. The Vor- 
tugneso were the first Europeans to es- 
tablish any intercourse with Siam. This 


j was iu 1511. English traders \vere in 


Siam early in tho seventeenth century. 
Tho treaty of 1S5G with England prac- 
tically gave Europeans free admittance 
to Siam, and tho English, owing to tht 
nearness of their Indian dependencies, 
have had ;i strong diplomatic influence 
in tho affairs of the country. So strong 
has this been that many Iwlievo that a 
war with France will ultimately result 
in an English protectorate.—Uoston Ad- 
vertiser.

Many discussions have been mnintaiii- 


ed .is to the manner of flight of birds in 
migrating. Tho wild geeso are wull 
known to have a vray of gathering in .1 
large flock nnd traveling in something 
liko a military procession, but for the 
most part naturalists have differed in 
their ideas on this, as they differ seem- 
ingly on most subjects, some asserting 
that most birds fly low, others that 
they fly high, etc. Some observations 
made by Mr. W. E. D. Scott, however, 
at Princeton college on tho night of Oct. 
19, 1SSO, give some data upon which to 
base an opinion. His observations dis- 
covered a large flight of migratory birds 
proved by computations made at the 
tuno to be flying from one to four miles 
high above tho earth. They were small 
birds like tho robin, wren, etc. This 
leads ns to another point—viz., the dan- 
gers encountered by birds in their annual 
flight. Of course the ;,Te.itisti*bystonn3f 
which beat them far from, their course 
out to sea, when they drop from exhaus- 
tion r.nil nro drowned, or to tho earth, 
whero tho forco of the fall is no less 
fatal.—Mrs. J. B. Southworth in Albany 
Journal.

It was dincovered that Special Officer

the ollicer was going up to investigate. 
Burnham told Wofford a man was shot, 
saving he had heard tlie abut while in 
he'd. At the inquest Burnham testified 
ic had only been in his room live 
minutes when the shot was tired. 


He also made other statements differ- 


__ig materially from those made by him 
it the inquest, but which the authorities 
lo not wish to give publicity just uow. 
When questioned about his statement 
:hat he had heard Williams say, "yes" 
,wicc when asked whether he Iiad shol 
limself, Burnham paused a moment be- 
rore replying and then said: 


"Well, that's what T «aid and I mean 


to stick to it." 


The men who were with Williams ai 


the time he is alleged to have uttered 
the words attributed to him by Burn- 
ham, 
say that Williams did not apeak a 


all after being shot. Of course Sheriff 
Scott has other evidence, and this, to 
gether with Burnham'a evasive and mis 
leading statements, gives rise to th< 
presumption that he could tell a poo< 
deal concerning the manner of \Vil 
Hums' death if he would speak. 


OTHER SrSI'ICIOVSCIBCiniST.tXCES. 


In regard to Mrs. Williams it is stated 


that there are witnesses; to swear that 
she did not occupy the bed that night, 
the part in which she is alleged to have 
slept being undisturbed. Mrs. Williams 
at the time said she and her husband 
went lo bed about 11 o'clock, and that 
she got up three or four times to answer 
the iKll. 


It is also considered somewhat strange 


that, when she heard the shot, she 
should immediately know her husband 
had killed himself 
without 
having 


turned back into the room to assure her- 
self of that fact. When asked by the 
undertaker whether he should give her 
husband decent burial she is reported to 
have answered that she did not care, 
adding that he bad better be1 buried in 
Potter's Field aa she had no money. She 
said she did not want to be bothered 
with the matter, but Snallv asked that 
her husband being given decent burial. 


THE SHERIFF'S KVPFJIIMESTS. 


Sheriff Scott lias made some experi- 


ments with a revolver similar to the one 
which was the instrument of Williams' 
death. He found that at a distance of 
six inches tho piece of paper tired at 
waa badly blackened and burned; the 
same result was obtained at twelve 
inches 
At eighteen inches the paper 


was covered- with powder, and also at 
two feet. Fired at from a distance of 
four feet the paper on inspection was 
found to have on ita surface about fifty 
grains of powder.

positively there were no traces of pow- 
der about the wound on Williams' head, 
proof that the weapon could not have 
been held closo to tho head when Bred. 
Besides, if held very close the wound 
would have had a lacerated appearance, 
which was not the case.

GRAIN BEETLES. 


Professor Sanders Tells How to 


Get Rid of Them. 


A friend oi mine has been induced to 


sell his wheat in the warehouse from 
fear that tbe weevil will get into it.. 


There are two species of grain weevil, 


Tina granella ami Butalis cerealella. 
Neither of these is known in California. 
We have nothing anywhere near as had 
as either of tbe above. They are found 
plentifully in tbe south Atlantic cities 
and in Europe, but are not found on the 
Pacific coast. 
Our worsi grain pest is a beetle, but 


nothing is more easily gotten rid ot. 
Bisulphide of carbon is the remedy. .It 
is a most nasty smelling, inflammable 
!;quid and volatilizes or 
evaporates 


very easily, forming a gas heavier than

move of tho insurance combine, pub- 
lished in tho Chronicle, is reproduced 


Insurance men, that is to say, those 


belonging 
to tho 
Pacific Insurant 


Union, have assumed the ajrgressive a; 
against non-union underwriters. At tlio 
meeting of the executive committee yes 
tcrday an amendment to the constitu- 
tion was unanimously recommended b\ 
a special committee consisting of Will* 
iam S. Duval, •AVilliam Sexton, Kdwart 
Urown, Bernard Faymonville, lieorge 
\\. Spencer and Alfred Stillman. After 
a short discussion the amendment was 
carried practically without u dissentient 
voice. 


The amendment to article IV of the 


constitution is in tlie form of an address 
and reads thus: 


"Insurance may be granted at any rate 


necessary to substitute it, for insurance 
written by a company not a member ol 
this union, provided, 


"First—That the policy of the non- 


union company shall have been in force 
one month, and premium thereon shall 
have been paid, and that the substituted 
policy shall be for a term of not less 
than one year. 


"Seconu—That the Pacific Insurance 


Union minimum rates on the property 
covered by the policy to be displaced be 
not more than 5 per cent. 


"Third—That the unearned premium 


or the displaced policy be assigned by 
the assured in part or full payment of 
premium on the substituted premium 
be paid in cash or, in case of a farm pol- 
icv, by note. 


""Fourth—That the displaced or can- 


celed policy be immediately forwarded 
to the Pacific Insurance Union, togeth- 
er with a report of the new policy in 
place thereof. 


"Fifth—That the insurance be for no 


greater amount 
than, aud cover the 


same property as, that under the dis- 
placed policy." 


In addition to this the article is 


amended by the words: 


"No permit for other insurance shall 


be granted on any policy, except with 
the following stipulation : 
" I n consideration of the insurance un- 


der this policy having been granted at 
the minimum rate it ia mutually agreed 
and hereby made a warranty on the 
part of the assured that there shall be 
no other insurance on the property 
hereby insured, unless in tlie following 
named companies;" (Here follows the 
names of all the companies in the Pa- 
cific Insurance Union.) 


The meaning of these articles is aim- 


ply that the non-union companies arc to 
be squelched, as in plain English it 
authorizes union companies to undercut 
all non-union companies and to divide 
the spoils or the losses incident to such 
undercutting among the fifty-four or 
more union companies. 
Whether this 


is a very wise move, whether it savors of 
tyranny and may not come back in the 
mythical manner attributed 
to the 


boomerang, are matters that the execu- 
tive committee has doubtless considered 
before umuiiinousry adopting the amend- 
ments.

Outlook for Better Prices is Im 


proving. 


The weather is reported as unfavora- 


ble for curing, the nights being cold. 
The season has opened and pales are be- 
ing made mostly at the established 
prices, but some sales are reported at a 
cut from these prices by parties outside 
of the agreement. It is a question how 
long the agreement, will hold. The 
prices art; low enough, and if sellers are 
not too hard pressed for money they 
will realuu list price?. The first three 
steamers direct from Denia thia weapon 
carried only ;!H,OOQ boxes as aeainst 90,- 
000 l)os:es for season of 1S02. 'We are in 
receipt of reliable private advices direct 
from Denia under date of September 
1st stilting that the crop oi Valencia rai- 
sins will run 30 to 17 per cent below the 
average. Our correspondents estimate 
the coining crop at '26,000 to 27,000 tons 
cured fruit. This is equal to 2,500,000 
(o 2,700,000 boxes of 20 pounds each, but 
ys Valencia raisins are packed in US- 
pound boxes, the crop this season will 
be less than 2,000,000 boxes. Reports 
from New York note sales of Denia 
raisins, September shipment, at G cents 
for layers laid down. Crop of 1S92 will 
be well out of the way before tbe 'iW 
crop commences to move in quantities. 
There ia a fair trade in progress, and the 
various markets rule steady for both 
spot and forward shipment.—California 
Frmt Grower.

nnmer for years before any income 
or was realized, should be pointedly 
ated; and the high price of land paid, 


in some cases $100 per acre for unim- 
proved, the cost of leveling or grading 
the same to make it suitable for'plant- 
ing; the large number of mortgages 
now on these lands, and the high inter- 
est paid on money; these and all points 
going to show the great amount-of la- 
bor, time and money expended and the 
great cost in mamtftimnv and carinerfor 
such system!* of irrigation and esro of 
orchards and vineyards, should be de- 
scribed fully, as well as that labor is 
here nnitili higher than in Spain, win 
raisins compete with ours. 


The prosperous villages, towns and 


cities sprung up since the starting of 
these industries, school houses, colleges, 
churches, ami the many public build- 
buildiniis and other improvements, arc 
the result of fruit and raisin growing. 
The large amount of business of all 
kinds depending 
almost exclusively 


upon these industries, and that this is 
not a manufacturing county, should lie 
forcibly an<l clearly stated ; also, that if

cwt. for freight alone, which, with the 
charges for storage, commissions, insur- 
ance, exchange and tflxcs, hfirdlv gave 
na a fair deal, to say nothing "of the 
higher rate of wages. 


When the McKinley bill was under 


consideration we sat "still, trusting to 
"fool luck-," while the Spaniard was 
there insisting on taking the duty off 
Xante currants because we did not pro- 
duce them. 


This is all true, but they did not take 


the pains to explain to congress that a 
large part of our raisin product was the 
equivalent of the Znnte currant, nor that 
currants were in active competition with 
about three-quarters of our output. 
Had this been done no doubt the tariff 
would not have l«en removed. 


Successful in 
that, the 
Spaniard 


grows bolder in this congress and pro- 
poses to take the tariff off all raisins, 
and again we. have done nothing until 
the last moment. 


This belated action of ours may serve 


to save us, and as we are all alike inter- 
ested I see no reason whv our effort 
should not be united, regardless of po- 
litical allegiance, in this broad and ge

It should be shown that because of FO 


many expenses hi connection with the 
industry that raisins on an aver;i^o, cost 
the producer about 'A cents pur pound in 
the sweat bos laid down at Fresno and 
no profit to tlie grower, that then there 
are yet further expenses in packing, 
handling, shipping (freight east being 
high) and selling before the raisins reach 
tbe wholesaler or consumer. 
Finally it 


should be shown that since tlie Califor- 
nia raisins were brought into the eastern 
market in competition with the Spanish 
product, the price of raisins has been 
lowered, and that if the duty ifl lowered 
and the California industry destroyed, 
the price of Spanish raisins will be 
raised to the prices charged previous to 
the California raisins entering the mar- 
ket. 


All of the above points and others 


should clearly, emphatically and as con- 
ciselj'as possible be tabulated in a cir- 
cular which should be printed and pre- 
sented to the committee nn ways and 
means, which has now the tariff bill un- 
der consideration. 


In conclusion, I would suggest also in 


the matter of raising the funds needed 
to defray expense?, that in addition to 
what can be collected irom growers, 
bankers and business men, a committee 
be appointed to call upon the railway 
company, or that it l>e addressed in 
writing for a contribution and I am 
sure that the company will contribute 
liberally as it is to its interest more than 
to that of any other single individual, or 
company, so far as the amount of profit 
is concerned, to prevent the fruit and 
raisin industry 
from being ruined. 


Take away the freight paid fort he ship- 
ping of fruit and raising over their roads 
and the railroad company in. common 
with the producers and many others will 
become bankrupt.

RAFAEL SOTO TAKES THE SHOT 


GUN ROUTE. 


Witnesses. Testified There Was No 


Cause For Hie Dcfiil—Tlip 


Coroner Stephens returned yesterday 


from Uantua canyon, where he held an 
inquest on the body of Ilafael Soto, a 
Mexican, why was found dead'in Victor 
Perez's corral last Monday afternoon. 


When found it was discovered that 


the top of Soto's head was nearly blown 
off. and u shotgun lying by him showed 
by what instrumentality the deed had 
been accomplished. 


f-oto was working for Perez, whose 


wife i? fi relative of Snto's. Perez stated 
at the inquest that Soto left the house 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon to shoot 
squirrels. 


About 4.30 o'clock £otors liody was 


found in the corral. A part of his head 
was nearly blown off. liy him lay (he 
shotgun he had taken with him. A 
leather firing was tied to the tripger, 
the end iK'ing in Soto'a hand. He knew 
of no reason why Soto should kill him- 
self, as he had no trouble. 


Perez's reputed wife when called upon 


to testify gave her name as Dolores Soto. 
The coroner reminded her that being 
Perez's wife her name must be Perez, 
but she would not have it -that way. 
Her persistence cave rise to the suspi- 
cion that she and Perez are not legally 
married. She stated she heard the shot 
fired, but did not think anyone nas 
killing himself. About twenty-five min- 
utes after hearing the report of tlie gun 
she went to the corral to feed tlie pij;s 
and found Soto's body. 


The coroner's jury brought in a ver- 


dict that Soto camn to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by himself 
with suicidal intent. The number of 
suicides without cause seem to be on the 
increase aud the circumstances in such 
mscs should be thoroughly examined 
into.

One change we know- 
has been made since, that of reducing 
the price of dried grapes from 3 to 2>5, 
and \ve were neither informed of the 
meeting at which itwas done, nor of t lie 
change, and refused to sell a car at 2?-, 
which our neighbors may have secured. 


We are holding to the schedule prices 


because we think they should not be 
cut; thev are in our judgment too low. 
If we finally cut it will be because 
forced to by those who are underselling. 
We believe if the principal packers will 
remain firm, the market maybe sus- 
tained. The raisins are good this year 
and with few of the second crop picked, 
we will have no more than last year. 


We have the year to sell them in and 


if our customers will be patient, and 
our nei"hbors do not smash the market, 
we are hopeful of good returns.

will not be first to break the prices; we 
will hold till i' is apparent that it is not 
business wisdom to hold longer. H is 
too bad about those "raisins in our hrst 
car turning to mush," but how about 
the fifteen or twenty cars that we have 
sent forward while our quarrelsome 
neighbors have lieen at leisure to bun 
for defects in our methods of doingbusi 
ness'? More work and better final re 
turns, Mr. Forcy, will be more satisfar 
tory to your patient and long suffenn 
customers.

other way than to burn old dead leaves 
of plants! Their way of burning them 
is peculiar; The leaves are made into 
rolls about the size of a man's linger. 
Each anthropoid takes one end of one of 
these rolls of dead leaves in his mouth, 
IWits the other end and then seeuns to 
imn»ine himself a steam engine as he 
goes miffing along the road. The dam- 
age is done bv the animal throwing the 
burniii" end of one of these rolls of dead 
leaves on to the straw or stalks covering 
the road; these set lire to the road-cov- 
ering and in a few minutes the work of 
days is entirely destroyed. 


We would siragest that in covering 


roads with straw, etc., that spaces be 
left even-50 to 100 yards, that will pre- 
vent the" fire, from running continuously 
for miles, as it can now do iu some

noxious animals on their own premises. 
Rut the question is: Where an animal 
in -x minute destroys the labor of a man 
and team for days,"can't the supervisors 
have such animals destroyed'.' '1 would 
he quite a contribution to si-ience to dis- 
sect a number of them and compare 
them with human beings.

referred to Professor Blank, who gave 
the scientific name of these animals as 
"Human chimnc*"—this from a mere 
inspection of living specimens, fchould 
further knowledge lie obtained respect- 
ing them 1 will write you.

Whereas, had the goods 
been sold in sacks they would have 
brought 580 per ton, less S7.50 per ton 
for stemming and sacking, and the de- 
duction of 10 per cent commission 
would leave, ?M.50 per ton net to the 
•grower. By putting in boxes and se.l- 
ing ot a cut of 15 cents a box, there is a 
net gain to the grower of 50 cents per 
ton instead o! $20 per ton, as would be 
inferred from the letter written by the 
Fresno Home Packing Company.

We wish to herein state that we have 


not brought this charge from a stack of 
letters, but from a bono fide sale memo- 
randum issued by an agent of the J. Iv. 
Armsby Company at these cut prices, 
but the goods were sold as three-crown 
loose, and not as a No. 2 raisin. We 
would also call attention to a letter 
written by the Fresno Home Packing 
Company to their agent, J. K. Armsby
